“TO ALL EMPLOYEES 


‘Due to increased compe- 
tition and a keen desire to 
remain in business, we find 
it necessary to ‘institute a 
new policy — 

Effective immediately, 
we are asking that some- 
where ‘between starting and 
quitting time and without 
infringing too much on the 
time usually devoted to 
lunch period, coffee breaks, 
rest period, story telling, 
ticket selling, vacation 
planning, talking with visi- 
tors and rehashing of yes- 
terday’s TV programs, that 
each employe endeavor to 
find some time that can be 
set aside and known as a 
‘Work Break.’ 

“To some this may seem 
a radical innovation, but we 
honestly believe the idea 
has great possibilities. It 
can conceivably be an aid 
to steady employment and 
it might also be a means 
of assuring regular pay 
checks. 

‘While the adoption of 
the Work Break plan is not 
compulsory, it is hoped that 
each employe will find 
enough time to give the 
plan a fair trial.

Language Problem 


Interested in »hilosophy 
; She said her own course was 
heavy and her greatest dif- 
ficulty was with the Hindi 
language. Even if lecfuires 
were in English it was neces- 
sary to know conclusive 
words which in philosophy 
were in Hindi. 

The language difficulty 
was not a problem which 
she faced alone. Efforts are 
being made to have Hindi 
the national language and 
there are over 10 languages 
in use. 


Girls at the college were 
from wealthier families. 
They seemed young to her, 
lacking the independence of 
girls of their age in this 
country. They had never 
shopped for themselves but 
were always accompanied by 
their mothers, or a servant. 
Individually they were very 
friendly to her but she got 
the impression that Ameri- 
cans generally are not too 
popular in India. 





Russian Promises 


She thinks this is because 
the people do not know of 
what America is doing and 
has done to help them. In 
her opinion there should be a 
better program to let them 
know of this. She read often 
in Indian papers of Russian 
promises to do things which 
got a great deal of publicity 


but she didn’t think that 
Russian promises miaterial- 
ized.

The campaign to eradicate 
fire hazards and the weed 
abatement program is be- 
ing pushed by Cucamonga 
Fire Chief A. E. Lewis this 
month. 


Chief Lewis issued the fol- 
lowing statement yesterday 
concerning the cleanup pro- 
gram and general regulations 
prevailing in the Cucamonga 
fire district: 

“This is to remind you to 
clean vacant lots and va- 
cant areas of weeds as soon 
as possible. e 

“Incinerators must have a 
one-quarter inch mesh 
screen fastened to them. In- 
cinerator burning is limited 
to the hours cf 6 to 11 a.m. 
No permit is required. These 
rules conform to county or- 
dinances. 

“Suggested practices —Re- 
move papers, trash, glass of 
any kind from your yard and 
garage. Remove inflamma- 
ble rubbish, paint rags, old 
paint cans from your yard 
and garage. When not in use 
keep dust mops in contain: 
ers or store outside of house. 
Destroy all oil rags. Keep 
matches away from heat and 
children. Avoid careless 
smoking habits. 

“Remember we are enter- 
ing the fire hazard season 
and by observing a fire pre- 
vention program you can and 
will save loss of life and 
property, and at the same 
time help reduce operating 
costs of your fire’ depart- 
ment. 

“A fireman will be look- 
ing for violations this month 
so let’s cooperate and make 
the fireman’s work less cost- 
ly. Remember this is to your 
benefit.””

“Sometimes we get the impression from the Gener- 
dl Telephone Co. this community is in the midst of a 
great expansion.

Parking District 
Explanation

An explanation of the situation, we believe is 
timely. 


A public hearing will be held at the Upland city 
council meeting tonight.

If the expressed views prevail, the councilmen will 
vote to “Amend” the parking district petition and set 

a public hearing for a proposed district slightly small- 
. er in size than the original plan. 


Date for this hearing will be as soon as legally 
possible, perhaps July 5. This will be the hearing. 
vital to the fate of the proposed plan. 


The “amended” boundaries deletes the southern 
three-fourths of the block south of Ninth St. This dele- 
tion was agreed upon recently following committee 
meetings of interested property owners and some of 
the city councilmen. 


The outlook is bright for final realization of the 
parking district plan. While some opposition to the 
plan prevails, it is recognized that more than 90 per 
cent of the people involved are united in the project. 


Thus, tonight's public hearing is expected to be 
only a technicality, looking to the hearing early in 
July.

“TB” Symptoms 
Often Overlooked 
Without X-Rays 


Pulmonary tuberculosis — 
tuberculosis of the lungs — 
has no obvious symptoms in 
its early stages. The disease 
can be present without either 
the victim or those near to 
him being aware of it. It 
can be months, even years, 
before the well-known symp- 
toms are evident. And even 
these, constant tiredness, 
loss of appetite, fever, night 
sweats, shortnes2 of breath, 


ed or attributed to 
other cause. 

However, symptoms aren’t 
the measure of the danger of 
TB. It’s what happens inside 
the body that’s important. 
The old name for TB of the 
lungs — consumptjon — de- 
scribes it well. The tissue of 
the lung is being eaten away, 
the ability of the lung to 
function weakened. People 
can be cured, that is, the 
wasting process can ‘be stop- 
ped. But destroyed tissue 
can’t be replaced. 

The longer the disease has 
been allowed to go untreat- 
ed, usually the greater the 
permanent damage. The per- 
son who thas lost much lung 
tissue is a cripple, even 
though his disability can’t 
be seen. His ‘activity is lim- 
ited both by his loss of lung 
function and by the fact that 
he must always. guard 
against another outbreak of 
the disease, a recurrence
